I have  the  lionoiu'  to  present  to  3 0U  the  Annual  Report  on 
tlie  Healtli  of  the  Borough  for  the  }'ear  1929. 

As  this  year  only  an  ordinary  Rejjort  is  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  the  statistics  and  other  Health  matters  are  referred  to 
in  more  or  less  summary  form. 

The  most  gratiH'ing  item  rec  orded  in  the  Report  is  an  infantile 
mortality  figure  of  47  per  1,000  births,  which  is  easil}'  a record  for 
the  Borough. 

iMost  of  the  other  statistical  data,  including  the  general  death 
rate,  are  not  cpiite  so  favourable  as  usual. 

The  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  which  began  in  1928,  continued 
throughout  the  3'ear,  and  was  the  cause  of  much  work  at  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  and  in  the  Laboratory. 

I have  to  acknowledge  the  ever-ready  assistance  received  from 
Dr.  Grant,  from  the  IMatron  and  Slall  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  from  other  members  of  my  staif  during  a very  busy  year.

Vital  Statistics.  The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  a con- 
siderable increase  in  the  general  deatli  rate. 

Judged  b}'  the  standard  of  recent  years,  a death  rate  of  14.9 
per  1,000  of  the  po])ulation  must  be  regai  ded  as  high  for  the  borough. 
Apart  from  the  exceptional  year  of  191S,  when  the  death  rate  rose 
to  19.28  owing  to  the  Influenza  epidemic,  one  has  to  go  back  to 
1904  to  find  a record  of  a higher  death  rate.  In  the  latter  year 
it  was  15.05. 

Compared  with  1928,  the  number  of  deaths  was  greater  by  1.37. 
The  chief  causes  of  this  increase  were  Influenza — which  caused  42 
more  deaths,  Broucliitis  34  more.  Pneumonia  31  more,  and  Heart 
Disease  20  more. 

Practically  all  of  the  above  increases  took  place  during  the 
severe  weather  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  Avhen  Influenza 
was  prevalent. 

Heart  Disease  is  now  the  ])rincipal  killing  disease,  and  was  the 
cause  of  107  deaths,  or  14.7  j^er  cent  of  the  total,  and,  when  com- 
bined with  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Arterio-Sclerosis,  was 
responsible  for  21.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  number  of  maternal  deaths  was  unusuall}-  large,  viz.,  8, 
which  gives  a maternal  death  rate  of  9.7  per  1,000  births. 

The  most  pleasing  feature  of  the  vital  stati-stics  for  the  year 
was  an  infantile  mortality  figure  of  47  jeer  1,000  birlh.s,  which  is 
easily  the  lowe.st  on  record  in  tlie  Borough.  Previously  the  record 
was  held  by  the  year  192G  with  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  GO.

No  ]\Iid\vive.s  are  employed  by  tlie  Local  Authorit}",  and  no 
subsidy  is  paid  to  any  practising  Midwife. 

The  number  of  ^Midwives  who,  in  January,  1029,  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  within  the  area  of  the  Borough  in 
accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  Midwives  Act  was  24.  Subse- 
quently 3 others  gave,  notice,  and  their  names  were  added  to  tho 
register.  There  is  only  one  untrained  l^Tidwife  now  in  practice  in  tho 
Borough. 

Lectures  to  Midv/ives.  Two  lectures  were  given  during  the  ^-ear 
to  Midwives,  one  by  Mrs.  Steel  on  “ Care  of  Premature  Infants,” 
and  one  by  Dr.  J.  Grant  on  “ Examination  of  Urine.”

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  T’hc  Centre  for  -Maternity  and  Infant 
Welfare  is  carried  on  at  55,  Union  Street.  The  number  of  the  stafT 
and  the  days  of  opening  remained  the  same  as  previoush'  described. 

The  ])rovision  of  better  accommodation  at  tlic  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  received  consideration  during  the  3’ear,  but  little  progress 
was  made  mainl}'  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a suitable 
site. 

Voluntary  Kelpors.  A number  of  ladies  have  acted  as  voluntar}- 
lu'lpers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  and  their  work  in  this  respect 
has  been  of  very  great  assistance  and  has  been  much  appreciated. 

NumbGr  of  Gases.  The  number  of  new  cases  n^gistered  at  the 
eVntre  during  the  year  was  500,  and  the  tcdal  attendance  1I,0S3, 
giving  an  average  per  session  of  5G,  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  59-5  for  1928. 

The.se  averages  are  taken  on  the  basis  of  four  sessions  per  week, 
but  owing  to  the  increasing  attendances  of  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic 
on  Friday  afternoons,  the  Infant  \\’clfare  .se.s.sion  on  that  da}' — 
never  more  than  an  overflow'  session — has  gradually  dwindled  in 
numbers,  and  should  not  realh’  be  counted  a session  at  all.

The  Ante-Xatal  Clinic  was  held  throughout 
the  3'ear  on  Friday'  aftenroons  at  2 o’clock  at  the  Infant  AVelfarc 
Cemtre,  wdien  the  l\Iedical  Officer  of  Health  was  in  attejidancc.

Maternity  Beds.  Arrangemonts  were  in  force  during  the  year 
u itli  the  Biirton  upon  Trent  Nursing  Institution,  I’nion  Street,  for 
1 he  provision  of  two  beds  for  maternity  cases,  v liere  tlie  eircu instances 
weri!  sueh  tliat  it  was  ver}-  difllcult  for  a confinement  to  be  carried 
out  at  home.  Twenty-nine  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

P^oiification  of  Births  and  Kealtli  Visiting.  The  number  of 
births  notified  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  nas  848  (in- 
cluding 23  still  birtlis).  The  number  registered  was  850.  The 
proportion  of  live  births  notified  was,  therefore,  97  per  cent. 

'rhirty-six  births  which  occuircd  in  Burton  have  been  trans- 
fi  rrr-d  to  otlier  districts  by  the  Registrar-CJoneral,  and  tuel\-e  from 
outside  tlie  Borough  have  been  added,  making  the  nett  number  of 
bii  ths  for  the  year  82G. 

'The  number  of  births  notified  by  l\Iidwives  was  802,  and  by 
parents  and  Doctors  46. 

Still  Births.  The  number  of  .still  births  regi.stered  in  the  Borough 
was  27 — 19  males  and  8 females.  Three  males  were  transferred 
to  otlier  districts,  leaving  a net  total  of  24  .still  birtlis. 

Children  Act,  1908.  P.\rt  1.‘  Under  Section  2(a)  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  the  functions  under  Part  1.  of  the  Children 
.Act,  1908,  relating  to  the  nursing  and  maintenance  for  reward  of 
children  under  the  age  of  7 ycar.s,  will  be  discharged  by  the  fraternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  when  the  Board  of  Guardians  are 
replaced  by  the  Borough  Council  on  the  31st  March,  1930.

In  addition  to  above  2 other  ca.ses  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Tfcalth  Department  by  IMidwivcs , 
hut  when  visited  praetieally  no  .signs  of  disease  were  found. 
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The  18  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorufla  may  be  classified  as

Registration  of  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes.  Under  the 
Xiirsing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927,  four  homes  are  registered, 
three  of  them  having  been  pre\  iously  registered  under  Part  II.  of 
the  IMidwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  1926.  Three  of  the 
homes  receive  maternity  cases  only,  and  one  is  a combined  home 
receiving  maternity  cases  and  other  cases  of  sickness.  Xo  order 
was  made  during  tlie  year  refusing  or  cancelling  regi-strations. 
One  ajJiolication  for  exemption  from  registration  was  granted.  ’ 

Maternal  Mortality.  The  IMedical  Officer  of  Health  makes  all 
necessary  investigations  into  maternal  deaths. 

During  the  3’ear  eight  maternal  deaths  were  inve.s'tigated — an 
unusually’  large  number,  giving  as  the^'  do  a maternal  mortality' 
rate  of  9.7  per  1,000  births. 

One  death  was  due  to  sepsis,  three  to  eclampsia,  one  to  post 
partum  hasmorrhage,  one  to  placenta  pnevia  and  ante  jjartum 
hoeraorrhage,  one  to  embolism.,  and  one  to  ])leuri.s3'. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

V/ater  Supply.  The  South  StalTordshire  Waterworks  Company 
are  responsible  for  the  public  water  supjilx'  of  the  Borough.  The 
supplv  is  on  the  constant  system,  and  is  'Ulficient  in  quantity  and 
of  good  quality.  The  water  is  a hard  and  ha.s  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

A number  of  houses  (abo\it  91)  are  still  supplied  b\'  shallow 
wells,  the  remainder  having  the  public  supply. 

Samj)les  of  the  p\iblic  wattw  supply  were  submith'd  to  analysis 
both  chemical  and  bacteriological  on  four  occasions,  and  were 
found  to  be  of  good  qualitv. 

In  additiiin  7 samples  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  were 
analv.'^ed  from  shalhjw  wells  ; of  these  5 were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
domestic  use,  and  2 were  passed. 
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Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  17  privies  and  157 
pail  closet-s  vere  converted  to  the  vator  carriage  systxun,  and  G 
additional'  closets  provided  so  as  to  give  sej)arate  closet  accom- 
modation to  each  house. 

The  work  of  the.  conversion  of  closets  to  the  vatiT  carriage 
system  was  begun  in  the  year  1901,  and  since  that  time  2,1)98  ])rivy 
middens  and  5,184  pail  closets  have  boon  converted,  while  547 
additional  water  closets  have  been  provided,  a total  of  7,835. 

The  closets  remaining  to  be  converted  ninnber  1 ,377  pail  closets 
and  about  34  priv}'  middens,  but  a few  of  the  latter  are  not  in  use. 

No  district  in  tlie  Borough  is  yet  entirely  clear  of  jjail  closets, 
but  the  Winshill  district  is  almost  clear.  The  w'ork  of  collection 
of  closet  refuse  gets  more  dilTieult  owing  to  the  remaining  closets 
being  scattered  in  nearly  evcr_\'  street  and  district  in  the  Borough, 
so  that  the  completion  of  the  conversion  scheme  becomes  more 
urgent  ever}'  year. 

Scavenging.-  The  scavenging  is  entirely  carried  out  by  the  Refuse 
Removal  Department  of  the  Coriioration.

Two  accidents  occurred,  for  which  compciisation  pay  has  been 
made,  viz.,  C.  llirkinhead  slipped  down  Avhilst  removing  refuse 
and  injured  his  leg — absent  (J.l  weeks.  D.  vSalt  injured  liis  knee 
wliilst  getting  out  of  ash  cart  -aljsent  2 weeks. 

Sixteen  horses  are  engaged  in  the  whole  of  the  carting — a decrease 
of  one  horse  during  the  ^ear.  1 may  here  state  that  tin’s  is  just 
half  the  number  of  horses  we  had  in  1902.  The  sixteen  horses’ 
work  is  apportioned  as  follows  : eleven  refu.se  collection,  three  night 
soil  collection,  one  nag  hor.se,  and  one  s[)are  horse,  the  latter  being 
necessaiy  while  .shoeing  and  other  eaiises  occur.  Two  fresh  horses 
were  allowcil  for  in  the  estimate,  but  onlv  one  has  been  purchased. 

W'e  have  38  vehicles  for  various  classes  of  work,  one  box  cart 
having  been  sold. 
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The  Stores  Department  frcigliter  has  been  collecting  refuse  as 
an  experiment  during  the  last  few  weeks,  and  now  it  lias  been 
decided  by  the  Council  to  jmrehase  live  S.I).  freighters,  fn  the 
near  future  we  shall  have  some  horses  and  vehicles  for  sale. 

It  vdll,  however,  be  ncccs.sary  to  letain  a limited  number  of  both, 
particularly  for  night  soil  purposes,  until  closet  conversions  are 
brought  to  an  end. 

I need  hardly  say  that  it  will  take  time  to  form  an  0[)inion  a.s 
regards  the  co.st  of  refu.se  colladion  b}’'  freighters,  but  in  a few 
months’  time  we  shall  have  had  .some  experience  and  be  in  a better 
position  to*  say  more  about  the  financial  a.spect. 

11,425  ashpans  have  been  emptied  weekly. 

302  ashpans  have  been  supplied  for  renewals  and  additions. 

146  dry  ashpits  have  been  emptied  during  the  }'car  compared 
with  124  the  previous  year. 

31  combined  privies  have  been  emptk'd  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  42  the  previous  year. 

25  loads  of  excreta  have  been  collected  weekly  from  sanitary 
pans,  a decrease  of  5 loads  per  week. 

174  sanitary  pans  have  been  converted  to  W.C.’s  during  the 
year,  and  a few  others  brought  in  that  were  not  rcrpiircd,  leaving 
1,156  still  to  be  converted. 

13  privies  and  ashpits  have  been  converted  ; this  leaves  12  .still 
to  be  converted.  Great  prc.ssurc  shoidd  be  put  on  the  owners  of 
these  privy  jiits  to  have  them  wiped  out.  A .special  report  on  this 
matter  was  made  in  Scptemlier,  1929. 

177  tons  of  night  soil  manure  have  been  disi^oscd  of  by  trucks 
from  the  gas  sidings  depot,  compared  with  255  tons  the  jirevious 
year.  We  have  three  trucks  engaged  in  this  tralTic  ; seven  others 
were  disposed  of  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  various  times,  as  con- 
versions took  place. 
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Anangciuciit  has  been  made  witli  I^Trs.  Woolley,  IVetinore  Hall 
Farm,  respecting  the  use  of  Hieir  depot  for  deposit  of  excreta  during 
the  coming  .summer  on  revi.sed  tei'ins,  viz.,  ,£2.'>  instead  of  CJ5,  the 
amount  to  cover  everything. 

The  e.stimated  cost  of  working  and  maintenance  of  plant  was 
fixed  at  £8,S97  ; the  ap])roximate  cost  is  £S,f)47,  an  apparent 
.saving  of  £2;j0  during  the  year.  Estimate  for  ensuing  year  is 
£8,579. 

DESTRUCTOR. 

The  number  of  woikmen  cJU])loyed  is  11.  An  extra  hand  is 
engaged  during  the  w'inter  months.

There  has  not  been  any  compcn.sation  ca.ses  during  the  year  or 
during  the  previous  year. 

Idle  approximate  amount  of  refuse  dealt  with  is  about  13,450 
tons,  which  is  about  50  tons  more  than  the  jjrevious  year. 

A large  ([uantity  of  trade  refuse  has  been  dealt  with  by  iron 
incinerator  fixed  by  side  of  the  wall  against  the  entrance  to  the 
works. 

'I'he  general  repairs  took  9 weeks  during  the  summer  to  complete. 
Two  other  stopi)agcs  of  the  ^^eldrum  furnaces  were  necessary  for 
a week  oir  each  occasion,  the  first  one  owing  to  the  an  h giving  w\ay 
over  Heldrum  furnaces,  and  the  second  one  due  to  an  in.side  wall 
and  the  front  of  cornish  boiler  recjuiring  attention.  The  Borough 
Surveyor  has  now  made  a recommendation  resj^ecting  alterations  to 
four  furnaces  to  j)ut  same  in  a better  form  for  dealing  with  more 
refuse,  which  1 trust  will  have  the  de.sired  clfect. 
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I liavo  arranged  witli  ^lessrs.  Sanders  Bros,  for  tlic  use  of  land 
near  the  Destruetor  for  lipiung  refuse  during  the  coming  summer 
while  alterations  and  repairs  are  carried  out. 

Old  tins  and  galvanised  pans  arc  again  sold  to  ^fessrs.  i\tar|)lo 
niul  Gillott,  Bliellicl.l,  and  the  light  iron  w sold  to  .Messrs.  Jlooro 
an.l  Son,  .Milton  .Street,  Burton-on-Tront,  the  latter  he.ng  earted 
away  by  the  purchast'r. 

The  estimated  eost  of  working  and  maintenance  of  plant  and  loan 
charges  was  iixed  at  .£4,008.  The  approximate  cost  is  ,£4,021. 
Estimate  for  ensuing  year  is  £4,343. 

In  conclusion,  I may  state  that  in  a few  more  months  1 shall 
have  completed  40  } ears  service  with  the  Corporation.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  :\IEMEERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

CO-MMITTEE. 

I have  pleasure  in  presejiting  to  you  niy  Annual  Rey)ort  upon  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1929. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  wa.s  560 
and  in  every  cas('  the  premises  complained  of  were  visited,  nuisances 
being  found  to  exist  in  529  instances,  notices  being  served  where 
necessary. 

The  number  of  nuisances  abated  during  the  3’ear  was  2,166, 
and,  in  addition,  184  contraventions  which  were  discovered  in 
Dairies,  Lodging  Houses,  Slaughterhouses,  etc.,  were  remedied,  the 
total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  3’ear  being  17,216. 

The  difficult referred  to  in  ])revious  years  of  getting  the  necessaiy 
work  carried  out  was  again  experienced  in  1929.  This  was  e.speci- 
all}’  the  case  with  regard  to  the  conversion  of  jirivies  and  pail 
closets  to  the  W.C.  .sy.stem,  the  number  of  conversions  carried  out 
as  the  result  of  action  bv  this  Department  being  105.  The  number 
now  outstanding  consists  for  the  most  part  of  properties  where 
special  circumstances  exist,  and  that  will  account  in  .some  measure 
for  the  .slow  progress  made. 
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It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  a very  serious 
ense  of  overcrowding  which  was  discovered,  and  an  Order  Avas 
made  for  tlio  lodgers  to  leave  the  house,  the  Onler  I)eing  obeyed 
in  the  lime  s|iocilied.  In  several  cases  iiroceedings  were  authorised 
by  the  Committee,  but  after  letters  had  been  sent  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  the  necessary  work  was  put  in  hand  anfl  completed  without 
a summons  actually  being  served.

Public  Health  (lYIcat)  Regulations,  1924.  These  regulations  have 
entailed  a considerable  amount  of  work  in  the  administration  of 
same,  there  having  been  3,431  visits  to  slaughterhouses  and  605 
visits  to  markets  and  .shops  for  the  purpo.se  of  food  inspection. 

During  the  year  about  150  notices  of  slauglitcr  were  received  in 
addition  to  the  notices  of  regular  slaugliter  rc('eiveil  from  the 
butchers.  For  the  most  part  they  referred  to  the  slaughter  of  pigs 
b}’  cottagers,  which  were  in  most  cases  killed  at  slaughtcrhouse.s, 
and  in  every  ca.se  the  carcases  Avere  inspected  after  .slaughter. 
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From  lime  lo  time  during  Iho  year  ?uinor  contraventions  weio 
noted,  chierty  in  the  direction  of  precautions  not  being  taken  to 
prevent  contamination  in  the  liandling  of  meat,  and  in  every  case 
a warning  was  given  to  the  olTender. 

Caseous  Lymphadenitis.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  this  disease 
in  mutton  carcases  imported  from  certain  countries,  it  lias  been 
found  necessary  to  make  thorough  examinations  of  all  such  carcases 
arriving  in  this  country  at  the  ports.  In  certain  cases,  however,  it 
is  found  impossible  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  to  conduct 
such  examination.s,  and  in  such  cases  information  is  sent  to  the 
Health  Dcjiartment  of  the  town  where  such  carcases  are  being 
forwarded  in  order  that  arrangements  may  be  made  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  such  carcases  by  the  local  Sanitary  Inspectors.  During 
the  la.st  four  months  of  the  year  1,035  carcases  were  examined  at 
the  two  cold  stores  in  the  town. 

Shops  Acts,  1912  to  1928.  The  administration  of  these  Acts 
continues  to  receive  attention,  2.294  visits  having  been  made  during 
the  year  1929.  Clo-ing  Orders  are  in  force  regulating  the  hours 
of  closing  for  the  following  trades,  viz.,  boot  dealers,  hairdressers 
and  barbers,  watchmakers  and  jewellers,  and  butchi  r.s  and  pork- 
butchers. 

In  the  Report  for  1928,  reference  was  made  to  the  Butchers  and 
Pork  Butchers  Closing  Order,  and  during  the  year  1929  a new 
Order  was  made  and  came  into  force  with  8 ji.m.  being  fixed  as  the 
closing  hour  for  Friday  and  Saturday  nights.  During  the  year 
complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time  of  fruiterers'  shojis  in 
certain  j’ai'ts  of  the  town  being  kept  open  after  time,  and  vi.sits 
were  made  on  Friday'  and  Saturday  nights,  waiaiings  being  given  in 
a few  instances. 

Smoke  Abatement.  It  was  not  found  possible  during  the  year 
192!)  to  devote  much  time  to  this  particular  work,  but  133  ob.serva- 
tions  were  taken,  and  in  IS  instances  nuisances  were  found  to  exist, 
and  the  firm  notified  either  by  letter  or  verbally’. 
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Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919.  Tho  administration  of 
this  Act  continues  to  receive  attention,  many  apjdications  for 
advice  or  assistance  Iiaving  been  received  during  tho  jiast  year. 
The  total  number  of  visits  paid  duiing  tlie  year  re  rat  destruction 
was  771,  40  additional  premises  Ijeing  dealt  witli  and  about  S,000 
poison  Ijaits  having  been  laid.  We  have  direct  evidence  of  about 
1,000  rats  having  been  destroyed,  whilst  .seven  letters  and  one 
Statutory  Notice  weie  served  rerpiiring  woi-k  to  be  carried  out  in 
the  direction  of  rat  extermination. 

During  National  Rat  W'cek,  4th  to  0th  November,  special  atten- 
tion was  devoted  to  the  work,  the  additional  measures  taken  iji- 
cluding  the  following  : — 

(1)  rremi,ses  in  tho  town  from  which  the  nature  of  the  work 
cai'iicd  on  are  likely  to  become  infe.sted  were  sj)ccially  visited 
and  aixangemcnts  made  for  suitable  poi.son  to  be  laid. 

(2)  The  sewers  in  man\'  parts  of  the  town  were  baited. 

(3)  At  the  premises  of  a large  grocery  c.stablishment  attention 
was  ])aid  to  the  lefuse  tip  and  a considci'able  number  of  rats 
were  killed  b\’  means  of  dogs  and  feiaets. 

(4)  The  editors  of  the  local  newsjiapers  were  intei'viewed,  and 
they  juiblishcd  articles  calling  attention  to  the  rat  menace, 
and  inviting  the  townspeople  to  co-o])erate  with  tho  staff  of 
the  Health  l)e])artment,  and  as  a result  of  this  man}'  a])plica- 
tions  for  assistance  Avere  icceived,  and  in  every  case  the 
jiremi.ses  complained  of  were  visited  and  the  approjuiate 
action  taken. 

(5)  .Special  posters  were  obtained  from  a lirm  who  specialise  in 
the  destruction  of  vermin,  and  these  po.sters  were  displayed 
on  the  bill-])Osting  stations  throughout  tho  town,  also  out- 
side the  Public  Library  and  outside  the  Town  Hall. 

At  two  tradesmen's  premises  in  the  town  which  have  been  in- 
fested with  rats  .several  times,  it  was  eventually  found  that  the 


lloors  were  so  defective  tliat  rats  were  contiinially  gaining  access 
to  tlic  premises,  and  eventually  the  defective  floors  were  taken  up 
and  new  lloors  were  properly  laid  on  concrete  foundations. 

It  would  aitpear  that  there  must  be  some  reduction  in  the  rat 
population  in  the  Borough,  all  the  evidence  available  pointing  to 
this.  The  local  rat-catchers  also,  who  work  largely  in  co-operation 
with  this  Deiiartjnent,  report  tliat  their  “ bags  ” arc  not  nearly  so 
c.x tensive  as  was  the  case  some  few  years  ago. 

ICC  Cream.  The  premises  u.sed  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice  ei'cam  were  Regularly  inspected  during  the  summer  months, 
GS  inspections  having  been  made. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  The  number  of  Common  Lodging 
Houses  on  the  register  is  three,  there  being  accommodation  for  134 
adults  and  7 children;  lOS  inspections  were  made,  and  G2  contra- 
ventions of  a minor  character  were  discovered  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

Van  Dwellings.  The  inspection  of  this  class  of  habitation  con- 
tinues to  receive  attention.  On  the  ground  at  the  rear  of  the 
Lodging  House  in  Bi-anstone  Road,  inspections  have  been  periodi- 
eall}'  made  during  the  year,  but  no  nuisance  has  arisen  as  a result 
of  the  vans  being  encamped  there. 

One  van  was,  however,  found  to  be  very  j)Oorly  constructed,  a?id 
was  also  badly  overcrowded,-  and  a notice  Avas  served  rcquiiing  the 
nuisance  to  be  abated,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report 
further  steps  are  being  taken  to  enforce  (’ompliance  with  the  notice. 

The  number  of  vans  and  tents  pitched  there  at  any  one  time  has 
rarely  exceeded  seven  vans  and  taA’o  or  three  tents  and  motors. 
There  are  also  van  dwellings  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  all  of  which 
have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  The  number  of  visits 
made  during  the  3’ear  was  303.

Sanitary  Accommodation  in  Tdosic  Hails,  8cc.  There  has  been 
no  occasion  for  any  action  during  the  3-ear  w ith  reference  to  the 
above,  inspections  having  been  made  throughout  the  year,  and  in 
one  or  tN\o  instances  minor  dcdects  have  been  ixnnt<‘d  out  to  the 
managers  of  the  imemiscs,  the  nuisances  being  abated  without  an}’- 
further  action  being  taken. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit,  ScC.  The  premises  lioen.sed  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  carbirlc  of  calcium  have  aU  b<?en 
inspected  througliout  the  3-ear. 

The  number  of  premi.ses  licensed  is  increasing  ever}-  3'ear,  new 
applications  for  licences  being  received  nearlv  (‘verv  month,  and 
the  work  of  insj)cction  of  these  premises  is  also  corrospondinglv 
increasing. 

The  total  number  of  licences  issued  during  tlie  3’ear  w-a.s  107, 
and  573  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises. 

Rent  and  Tuortgage  Interest  Restriction  Acts,  1320  and  1923. 

No  a)iplications  for  certificates  w-erc  rci  eived  during  the  vear.  Tn 
the  case  of  the  outstanding  cases  referred  to  in  tiie  3car  1928,  the 
necc.ssar3-  repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  Near  under  review. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

(a)  SwiNK  Fkvkr. 

The  almost  complete  immunity  which  we  have  exj)erienced  in 
the  Borough  for  the  past  10  years  from  this  discaso  was  continued 
during  1029,  there  being  only  two  outbreaks  conlirmed.

{b)  Foot  and  :Moutii  Disioask. 

During  the  r ear.  Hurto,,  has  onjoyd  co.npletc  immunity  from 
this  ,li.«:ase;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  throughout  the  country 
during  the  past  year  or  two  the  nuraher  of  outbreaks  shows  a 

decided  decrease. 

(c)  Tuberculosis  Order,  102r>. 

Under  the  above  Order,  action  was  taken  during  the  yc.ar  m 
respect  of  three  cows  which  were  fonnd  to  he  giving  “ 

milk  The  necessarv  notices  wore  .served  under  the  i oi,  ■ lo 
animals  hoing  valued  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation p,ayablo,  and  alter  slaughter  one  of  the  carcases  was 
found  to  bo  affected  with  Advanced  Tuberculosis,  tlic  remaining 
two  being  atfec-ted  with  Tuberculosis  not  being  advanced,  riio 
amount  of  coiBpen.sation  paid  in  the  three  cases  amounted  to 
£33  os.  Od.,  £16  being  received  as  salvage. 

(d)  Animals  Transit  and  General  Order. 

Be'iulations  arc  made  under  this  Orilcr  for  the  carriage  of  sl.cop, 

swineband  goats  in  properly  constructed  rehicles,  and  with  due 
rceard  to  the  comfort  of  tlic  animals  by  absence  of  oieiciowding, 
the  feeding  and  watering  .at  stated  intervals  and  care  m loa.  ing 
and  unloading.  It  also  provides  for  the  eloairsing  and  disinfection 

of  vehicles  and  premises  after  use. 

The  railwav  cattle  dock  at  Burton  being  a centre  for  the  feeding 
and  watering  of  animals  in  course  of  transit,  also  the  cleansing  and- 
disinfection  of  cattle  trucks,  weekly  Inspections  arc  made  m order  to 
see  tliat  the  rcipiircments  of  the  ahovo  Order  are  I.eing  carried  out. 

I am  glad  to  record  the  willing  co-oi.cration  of  tlie  Bailway  Com- 
panics  in  this  direction. 
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During  the  3'ear  five  carcases  of  pigs  have  heen  refeived  dressed, 
having  been  slaughtered  in  course  of  transit  due  to  injuries  or  rlis- 
ti'oss.  'riiree  of  the  carcases  were  unsound  and  totally  unfit  for 
food,  whilst  of  the  other  two  carcases,  1 44  lbs.  of  pork  wei’c  condemned 
as  unlit  for  food,  due  to  injurie.s. 

Six  carcases  of  pigs  were  found  deafl  in  the  trucks  on  arrival, 
four  had  died  through  asph^'xia,  and  the  other  two  had  died  of 
general  congestion. 

Considering  over  20,000  jugs  alone  were  received  by  rail  during 
the  year,  I feel  that  the  Railway  Companies  arc  to  be  congratulated 
on  .such  a low  percentage  of  casualties. 

Sale  Cf  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  During  the  ^-ear  1920,  132  samples 
were  obtained  for  analysis,  this  total  being  ceSnstituted  as  follows  : — 

iMilk  77,  Butter  10,  Cream  6,  Coffee  3,  Cheese  7,  Vinegar  7,  Extract 
of  Coffee  o.  Ground  Rice  6,  Cornflour  1,  Carraway  Seeds  1. 

Three  of  the  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat, 
but  after  full  inve.stigation  it  was  decided  that  a warning  would 
meet  the  case,  and  the  purveyors  were  warned  accordingly.  The 
carraway  seeds  were  not  according  to  sarajilc,  and  full  particulars 
of  this  will  be  found  in  the  repoi  t of  the  Pulflic  Analyst. 

The  Fertilizers  and  Feeding  Gtuffs  Act,  1926.  During  the  year, 
eight  informal  samples  of  Fertilizers  were  obfainc(l  for  analysis,  all 
of  which  were  found  to  be  genuine,  but  in  no  ea.se  was  the  Statutory 
Statement  given  to  the  purcha.ser  as  required  by  the  Act,  and  a 
warning  was  given  to  each  of  the  vendors.  F’ull  particulars  of  the 
anal^'sis  of  these  samples  will  be  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Public  Anal3'st; 

Housing.  The  total  number  of  hou.ses  inspected  during  the  year 
l!)2ft,  for  defects,  amounted  to  1,002.  Of  this  number,  1,205  were 
ins[iect(!d  as  a result  of  comjtlaints  or  in\-c.sf  igation  after  oases  of 
Infectious  Disease.  Of  this  total  of  1 ,205,  S5  hou.ses  Avere  inspected 
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and  llie  nuisances  found  were  recorded  as  required  by  the  Housing 
Act  Kegulafions.  The  nuisances  discovered  in  these  85  houses 
amounted  to  3tt5,  tlie  sumniaiy  of  such  nuisances  being  as  follows  : —

The  remaining  307  were  inspected  for  housing  defects  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1925,  and  this  work  was  undei-taken  at  the  I'equest  of 
the  Housing  and  Health  Committees,  who  wished  to  obtain  informa- 
tion regarding  the  number  of  insanitary  houses  in  the  town,  and 
action  was  taken  to  remedy  the  defects  which  exist  in  such  liouses. 

The  foregoing  repoi-t  gives  some  idea  of  the  multifaiious  dutie.s, 
Avhich  now  devolve  uj^on  the  Sanitaiy  Inspector,  but  there  are  many' 
details  which  cannot  be  tabulated.  Clerical  work,  corre.spondence, 
and  office  routine  necessarily  take  up  a considerable  amount  of  time 
and  this  particular  work  lias  a tcndcnc}'  to  increase  owing  to  the 
records,  etc.,  which  now  have  to  lie  kept. 

In  conclusion,  I de.sire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  confidence 
and  support.

IfiSPECTIOPJ  AllD  SUPPLY  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  Dining  the  year  1920,  92  bulk  samples  of 
milk  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Insiiectors  were  .sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  .Aranchester,  to  be  tested  for  Tuberculosis,  and 
nine  were  reported  positive,  or  O.S  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

The  proportion  of  tuberculous  infected  milk  samjiles  was,  there- 
fore, less  than  in  192S,  but  must  still  be  regarded  as  high  and  un- 
satisfactory from  a health  point  of  view. 

Of  the  9 ])ositivc  bulk  .samples,  2 related  to  I farm  and  1 j'clatcdto 
the  mixed  milk  of  2 farms,  the  remaining  samjjles  being  from  in- 
dividual farms.  'L'hcre  were,  therefore,  S farms  affected,  of  which 
5 were  in  the  Borough  and  3 in  the  County  of  Stafford. 

The  Borough  Veterinaiy  Suigeon  visited  and  inspected  the  cows 
at  the  Borough  farm.s,  but  in  the  other  cases  notification  was  sent 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  county  concerned,  and  these 
farms  were  visitetl  and  inspected  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  employed 
by  the  County  Council. 
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At  0 of  tlicsc  farms  (5  in  tlie  Borough  and  I outside)  tul)erculou3 
cows  were  found  to  (he  nuinher  of  0,  all  of  them  being  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

At  the  remaining  two  farms  the  affected  animals  were  not  found, 
but  in  one  of  these  cases  a dispersal  .sale  of  the  farm  stock  had  taken 
place  before  a vi.sit  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  could  be  arranged.

There  .are  tlu-ee  open  meat  stalls  in  the  market  on  Thursdays  and 
two  on  Saturdays.  The.se  have  becjr  sufilciently  serca-ned  to 
comply  with  th(^  Public  Ifealth  (Mr  at)  Po'gulations,  1924. 
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Bakehouses.  Thnre  arc  now  19  bakoliou.sos  in  use  in  the 
Borough,  9 being  workshops  and  10  factories.  All  liave  Ijcrui 
inspeeb'd,  when  13  contraventions  were  recorded,  but  the.se  were 
leinedied  on  receipt  of  a notice  from  the  Inspector,  'rhe  number 
of  ins])eutif)ns  made  to  bakchou.ses  during  the  year  was  lOS. 
Th«'rc  an^  no  underground  bakehouse's  in  the  Town. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1923. 

Report  on  Work  as  Public  Analyst  for  the  year  1929. 

During  tlu;  year  1929,  132  .samples  were  .submitted  for  analysis 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  this  total 
being  constituted  as  follows  : — i\rilk  77,  Butter  19,  Ci’cain  0,  Thee.sc 
7.  Cornflour  I,  Cround  Rico  0,  Co.dee  3,  E.vtraet  of  ColFce  and 
Cln'eory  5,  Carrawa^^  Seeds  1,  and  Vinegar  7. 

Four  saiipjlcs  (three  of  milk  and  one  of  carrawa\‘  seeds)  were 
returned  as  adulterated,  which  .shows  a percentage  of  adulb'ration 
of  3.t>3.  This  is  the  lowe.st  percentage  of  adulteration  that  has 
occurred  since  my  appointment. 

i\rilk  im])roved  .slightly,  and  showed  an  average  eom])osition  of — 
Fat.  3.07  jier  cent.  ; Solids-not-Fat,  S..S2  per  cent.  Xo  instance  of 
the  addition  of  watei'  occurred,  the  three  samjjlcs  rcjmrtod  as  adulter- 
ated showing  dcli;-iencies  (jf  fat.  only,  the  percentage  delicicn<-ies 
Ix'ing  4 per  cent,  4 per  cent,  and  .7  per  cent  rc.spectively. 

Butter  contained  on  an  average  13.02  per  cent,  of  water.  Five 
samples  contained  between  bo. 2 and  bj.S  ])er  cent,  of  water,  the 
maximum  being  10  ])er  cent.  It  is  jjrobable  that  these  live  had  been 
scientiti<-ally  loaded  with  water.  An  enormous  amount  of  Imttor 
gi'ading  is  done  in  lhc  country  by  ])urchasing  dry  butter  containing 
sav  between  .S.o  and  13  jier  cent,  of  water  and  incori)Oraf ing  water 
to  1)1  ing  it  as  do.se  to  the  maximum  of  10  jkm-  cent,  as  is  dared. 
While  proceedings  can  be  taken  against  a milkman  who  adds  water 
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to  milk,  cvon  if  lie  does  not  reduce  tlie  solids-iiot-fat  below  the  8.5 
per  cent,  nienl toned  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Rej;ulation.s,  no  action  can 
be  taken  against  the  man  who  adds  water  to  butter  if  be  (Iocs  not 
exceed  the  legal  limit. 


Cream  sold  in  cartons  was  very  good  indeed,  containing  on  an 
a\'erage  G7.4  per  cent,  of  bit.  A tinned  Danish  Cream  on  the  other 
hand  contained  27  per  cent,  of  fat. 

The  samples  of  cofTec  were  not  only  genuine,  but  in  each  ea.se 
were  cither  freshly  ground  or  else  had  been  ])rotcctod  from  the  air 
since  grinding.  ColTce  when  ground  readily'  ab.sorbs  moisture  froxn 
the  air,  but  in  all  three  .samplc.s  the  moisture  was  low  and  the  dampest 
article  only  contained  4.55  per  cent. 


Two  samples  of  Vinegar  were  of  the  artificial  t\  ije  and  live  were 
of  malt  vinegar  t^  pcs. 


An  informal  sample  of  Carraway  Seeds  was  rcjjorted  as  adulter- 
ated because  it  con.sistcd  of  East  Indian  Dill  Seeds  {Peuculamim 
soica).  This  must  have  been  a relic  of  war-time  scarcity,  fn  1018, 
Eurojiean  carraway  seeds  were  difficult  to  obtain,  and  Tuni.s  carraway 
seeds  not  supplying  the  demand,  some  recourse  was  had  to  J'last 
Indian  dill  seed.  The  last-named  was  not  popular  except  among 
the  Jews  of  the  East  End  of  London.  It  has  a flavour  much  inferior 
to  English  and  Dutch  carraway  seeds,  and  most  jtarccls  seem  to 
contain  excessive  amounts  of  stalk.  The  Burton  upon  Trent 
samjile  was,  in  addition,  very  dirty  and  unfit  for  food. 


Xone  of  the  other  satnples  showed  any  special  feature  worthy  of 
comment  here.

Public  Analysil. 
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Legal  Proceedings.  No  legal  Jirocecdings  were  taken  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  adultci  ation  of  food,  but  a warning -was 
issued  to  the  purveyors  in  each  of  the  tliree  cases  wlicie  <he  milk 
was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat. 

FERTILISERS  ARD  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926. 

Report  of  the  Official  Agricultural  Analyst  for  the  year  1929. 

During  the  year  1920,  attention  was  concentrated  on  fertili.sers 
of  which  eight  informal  samjiles,  that  is,  samples  not  taken  in  the 
j)re.scribcd  manner,  were  submitted  for  analysis.  This  total  ivas 
constituted  as  follows  : Su[)er2)hosphatc  2,  Nitrate  of  Soda  2,  Basic 
Slag  1,  Kainit  1,  Sulphate  of  Potash  1,  and  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  1. 

.Artificial  manures  of  good  quality  foi-  the  jirice  asked  are  a good 
investment  for  both  allotment  holder  and  domestic  gardener., 
(huierally,  they  arc  not  su.sccptiblc  of  valuation  c.xcept  by  analysis 
and  a Pertili.sers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  is  ncces.sary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  all  concerned,  whctlicr  as  vendor  or  jiurclj^a.ser.  The 
e.x]>eiience  of  former  years  has  shown  that  unless  a declaration  of 
compo.sition  is  insisted  on  and  enforced  liv  law,  deficient  or  worth- 
le.ss  material  appears  on  the  market,  to  tlie  disappointment  of  the 
user  aiul  the  discredit  of  bona-fide  articles. 

The  average  user  of  fertilisers  does  not  appreciate  the  provisions 
to  safeguard  him  and  the  year  s work  on  the  subject  at  Burton 
ujjon  Trent  shows  very  plainly  that  none  of  the  i endors  were  alive 
cither  to  the  duties  imposed  on  him  or  to  the  manner  in  winch  he 
might  have  suffered  in  re]uitation  or  lo.s's  of  custoju  by  his  own  act. 

It  ma^y  be  [)leadcd,  with  .some  justification,  tliat  they  were  a new' 
Act  and  new  Regulations.  But  they  i'ei)laced  another  Act  and 
another  Regulations,  and  no  one  having  any  cognisance  of  the  latter 
could  have  per])etratcd  the  errors  that  have  characterised  the  sales 
to  the  Inspector  and  Official  .Sampler  during  the  year.  'J’hough  the 
Act  has  imposed  a further  burden  on  .some  County  Boroughs,  the

rosulls  in  Biirlon  ii])on  Trent,  wliilc  in  one  respeet  a tiilnitc  to  flio 
sterling  (piality  of  tlie  fertilisers  sold,  show  that  even  an  intelligent 
]»nri‘haser  would  in  most  eases  he  niisle<l. 

'I'lic  information  that  has  ( ome  to  hand  throngh  the  anah  ses  show 
that,  without  exee[)tion,  the  vendors  of  fertilisers  in  the  town  sell 
good  slulT,  that  is,  fertilisers  of  the  standard  grade  such  as  figure 
as  typieal  fpialities  in  the  market  reports.  fJut,  read}’  as  they 
douhtles.s  ma}'  he  to  aeee[)t  the  responsihilities  imi)Osed  on  them, 
none  at  the  time  when  the  Borough  started  to  investigate  had  cither 
studied  the  Aet  and  Regulations  or  had  even  given  eonsideration  to 
the  statutory  statements  toutained  in  the  invoices  relating  to  the 
goods. 

The  circumstances  of  some  of  the  sales  have  been  such  as  to  make 
a prospe>-tive  imrchascr  who  knew  ain  t hing  about  the  composition 
of  a good  aiticlc  decline  to  jmrehase.  Three  instances  of  this  un- 
witting depj’eciation  of  wares  occurred  : (a)  A price  list  stated  a 
Basie  Slag  to  contain  OdO  per  cent,  of  citric-soluble  ])hosphoric  acid. 
It  was  found,  on  analysi.s,  to  contain  1 1 -IG  ])cr  cent,  of  j)hosphorie 
acid  of  which  folal  phosphoric  acid  Sid 2 ])cr  cent,  was  soluble  in 
citric  acid.  The  analysis  figures  accorded  with  the  statements 
contained  in  the  invoice  supplied  to  the  vendor,  (h)  A price-list 
de.scribed  a 8uperphos])hate  as  containiiig  13  per  cent,  of  citric- 
soluble  phosphoric  acid.  The  invoice  su])i)lied  to  the  vendor  con- 
tained the  statement  of  13-74  ))er  cent,  of  soluble  phosphoric  acid, 
by  which  is  meant  under  the  Act,  'j/’u/cr-soluble  j)hosphoric  acid. 
As  the  analysis  showed  14-22  per  cent,  of  soluble  [)hosi)horic  acid 
it  was  within  the  limit  of  variation  (O-o  ])er  ceiit.)  of  the  invoice, 
statement,  but  outside  the  limit  of  variation  on  the  pricedist  figure. 
The  i)rice-list,  therefore,  substantially  deijrcciatcd  the  articles 
(c)  Another  sample  of  Sujjcrphosphate  bore  on  the  label  the  word 

Superpho.'-phate  of  Lime  30  per  cent.  Bhosjthate.”  With  this 
article  a declaration  of  soluble  phosphoric  acid  is  required.  Xot 
all  the  phosphate  of  Supeiqdiosphate  is  soluble  in  water,  and  so  the 
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fact  that  tlic  label  literally  suggested  a lolnl  phosphate  figure 
ill  one  way  undervalued  it.  The  analysis  showed  that  “ soluble 
pho.sphatc  ” was  meant. 

'riiere  is  very  good  reason  for  insisting  that  each  tyjie  of  article 
should  be  sold  on  the  merit  of  a certain  specified  con.stituent. 
The  statement  on  the  last-mentioned  .Suiierphosjihate  might  sug- 
gest that,  having  30  per  cent,  of  “ phosphate,”  it  was  a better 
article  than  the  other  Superpho.sphate  whic  h was  .sold  as  guaranteed 
to  contain  13-74  per  cent,  of  soluble  pho.sphoric  acid.  In  reality, 
as  every  2-18  parts  of  pho.sphate  contain  I of  phosphoric  acid,  the 
de.scription  of  13-74  per  cent,  of  soluble  phosphoric  acid  is  the  same 
as  saying  30  per  cent,  of  soluble  phosphate.  A .similar  sv'jf/esiio 
fulfil  was  evident  in  the  sale  of  one  of  the  samjiles  of  Xiti  ate  of  Soda 
which  bore  a label  : “ Nitrate  of  Soda  Oo  per  cent,  luirc. ” This 
is  a common  tiade  de.sc-ription  of  a high-grade  article,  but  the  Act 
demands  that  this,  when  sold  as  a fertiliser,  should  state  the  strength 
in  terms  of  nitrogen.  Tliis  should  liave  been  sold  as  containing  lo-G 
per  cent,  of  nitrogen.  The  unthinking  purchaser  might  erroneously 
c-onclude  the  latter  to  indicate  a greatly  poorer  article,  but  the 
fact  of  the  case  is  that  nitrogenous  manures  are  various,  and  onl}' 
by  using  the  one  common  feature  for  de.s'cripti\-c  valuation  can  two 
nitrogenous  fertilisers  be  compaicd. 

The  sample  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  followed  the  Act.  but  not 
the  Regulations.  Tlie  .Act  provided  Rn-  two  classes  of  this  article,' — 
one  a “ Sulphate  of  Ammonia,”  whii-h  required  figures  for  nitrogen 
acid  free  acid  in  the  statutory  .statement ; the  other,  a “ Sulphate 
of  ,\mmonia  (neutral),”  whic-h  recpiired  only  a figure  for  the  amount 
of  nitrogen,  but  (in  accordance  with  a detihition  in  the  Fouith 
Schedule)  must  not  contain  jnore  than  0-02")  jic'r  cent,  of  free  acid, 
'i'lie  Rc'gulations  ordered  the  deletion  of  references  to  “ Sulphate 
of  .Ammonia  (neutral),”  with  the  result  that  even  when,  as  in  the 
case  of  this  sample,  the  article  is  .sold  as”  neutral  ' (which  plirase 
.still  obtains  in  Afarket  Re[)orts)  tlie  amount  of. free  acid  must  be 
.stated,  and  it  wa.s  omitted. 
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Tlicrc  is  some  evidence  iliat  users  of  arlificial  manures  on  the 
small  scale  arc  commencing  lo  a]i)traisc  ])urcJiases  in  scientific 
terms.  Leaflet  Xo.  72  (“  'Plic  Purchase  of  Artificial  l\ranurcs  ”) 
has  been  revi.se<l.  It  is  ol)tainal)lo  in  single  copies  gratis  and  jiost 
free  from  the  ^finistry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  will  help 
very  greatly  in  this  connection.

Diphtheria.  Tliis  disease  was  very  jircvalent  tlnoughout  the 
year,  and  affected  every  district  in  the  town,  the  L^xbridge,  Horn- 
inglow,  and  Broadway  \Vard3  being  mainly  concerned. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  was  2G0,  this  being 
greater  than  any  year  since  1900,  when  411  case.s  were  notified. 
Lack  of  hospital  accommodation  pre\entcd  the  hospital  treatment 
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of  all  cases  requiring  it,  ]>ut  it  was  foiinrl  i)Ossii)le  to  remove  102 
patients  to  the  hospital. 

Seven  ])atients  died,  which  gives  a ca.se  mortality  of  2-0  p(!r  cent, 
—an  unusually  low  figure. 

The  practice,  which  has  been  a routine  measure  for  a number  of 
years,  of  “ Swabbing  ” all  school  children  who  were  contacts  in  the 
home  of  a Dijditheria  case  was  continued  during  the  3'oar. 

The  number  of  children  thus  e.xarained  was  275,  and  29  (10-5 
])cr  cent.)  were  found  to  be  “ carriers  ” of  Dij)hthcria  germs  in  the 
throat  or  nose,  or  both. 

These  cases  were  excluded  from  school  until  ncgati^■c,  and  received 
appropriate  treatment.  The  contacts  .who  give  negative  swabs  arc 
allowed  to  return  to  school  at  once,  and  thus  .save  a con.sidcrable 
amount  of  school  attendance. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent,  cspeciall}'  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  and  caused  two  death.s. 

The  School  ■\redical  Officer  paid  visit.s  to  two  scliools  to  inspect 
the  children  for  overlooked  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Smallpox.  No  ca.scs  of  Small))ox  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Several  contacts  were  kept  under  observation,  and  one  was  re- 
vaccinated b}^  the  I\Icdical  Officer  of  ffealth  under  the  Public  Health 
(Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1017. 

Consultations.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  always  available 
for  consultation  with  medical  practitioners  in  cases  where  the 
diagnosis  of  infectious  dLscascs  is  in  doubt. 

During  the  year  22  such  consultations  were  held. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases 
was  12,  viz.,  Diarrhoea  I,  Diphtheria  7,  \Vhoo])ing  Cough  1,  Scarlet 
I'ever  2,  and  Fnterie  Fever  1.  d'he  dealh  fif)m  l^ntcric  Fever  was 
an  inward  transfer  from  another  area.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  was  supplied  as  usual  from  the  Health 
Office  for  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough  if  applied  for. 
Din-ing  the  3’ear  OS  phials,  each  containing  4,000  units,  and  205  phials 
containing  S,000  units  were  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  in 
the  borough. 


Laboratory  Work.  Bacteriological  examinations  for  infectious 
diseases  are  carrii  d out  at  tlu;  Pulilic  Health  Laborator\',  Town 
Hall,  with  the  exception  of  the  b^sts  for  Bnteric  Fever  and  Puer- 
peral Fever,  which  if  required  are  done  at  the  Public  Ibailth 
Laboratoiy,  lilanchester. 

The  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough  led  to  a big  increase 
in  the  laboratorv  work,  the  total  number  of  specimens  examined 
fluring  the  c’car  being  2,425,  as  coin])ared  with  1,811  in  1928.

Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1927.  The  above 
regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  .lanuarv,  1028,  and  revoked 
the  Public  Health  (Pjicumonia,  .Malaria,  D\-sentcr3’,  etc.)  Regula- 
tion.s,  1019.  'I'here  were  no  notifications  of  D3'scnteiy  or  Malaria 
during  the  3ear,  but  105  case.s  of  Pneumonia  were  notified. 


Tests  for  Infectious  Diseases.  -Xo  use  was  made  during  the  year 
of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests  for  Diptheria  and  Scai  lct  Fever  respec- 
tively so  far  as  the  general  })ul)lic  is  concerned,  luit  the  medical, 
nursing  and  dojuestic  stafT  at' the  Isolation  Hos[)ital  and  some 
members  of  the  staff  on  the  Health  De])artment  were  Schick  tested 
and  immunised  where  a positive  result  was  obtained. 


BOROUGH  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Hospital  Accomirtodation.  The  accommodation  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  was  again  insufficient  during  the  greater  [)art  of  the  year, 
as  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  continued  to  be  prevalent.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  malce  a selection  of  the  cases  in  order  that 
the  available  beds  might  be  u.sed  to  the  be.st  advantage.  Plans 
ha\e  been  prepared  and  approved  for  an  c.xtension  of  the  wards 
and  administration  block,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be 
commenced  at  an  early  date.

were  sent  to  the  Warwickshire  Ortlio])iedic  Hospital  for  Children, 
C'oleshill,  and  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine  and  Hip  Joint 
was  sent  to  the  Ro^’al  i\ridland  Counties  Home  for  Incurables, 
Leamington.  One  case  admitted  to  Pre.ston  Hall  in  192G,  one  case 
admitted  to  Eretby  Hall  in  1927,  one  case  of  spinal  di.scase  undone 
i-ase  of  Hip  Joint  disease  admitted  in  1927  and  1928  respectively 
to  the  AVarwiekshire  Orthopaedic  Hos]iital  remained  under  treat- 
ment at  the  end  of  1929.  Another  patient  sutTcring  from  Tuber- 
culosis of  the  Lungs  was  admitted  to  Pieston  Hall  during  the  3'ear, 
and  was  discharged  as  un.suitable  after  01  days’  treatment.  Another 
case  of  Tubcreulosi.s  of  the  Hip  Joint,  after  prolonged  treatment  at 
the  Shropshire  Orthopcedic  Ho.s'pital,  was  transfei'rcd  for  training 
to  tho  Derwen  Cripples  'Training  College. 

Patients  Discharged  from  Residential  Institutions.  The  conditions 
of  the  patients  discliargcd  from  residential  institutions  during  the 
year  will  be  found  in  Table  3. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  In  1929  the  hours  of  attendance  at 
tho  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  were  the  same  as  in  the  previous  j'oar, 
viz.,  3 to  5 p.m.  FridaA’s  and  4.30  to  0 p.m.  Tue.sdaj’s. 
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'I’ho  niiniln^r  of  cases  examined  for  the  first  time  at  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  1929.  (excluding 
contacts)  was  157.  Included  in  that  number  are  15  consultations 
at  the  homes  of  the  patients  and  25  other  consultations. 


The  number  of  contacts  examined  was  102,  of  v.hich  109  were 
children  examined  in  school. 

The  total  number  of  attendance's  at  the  Dispensary  for  the  ^ear 
was  1,104,  which  gives  an  average  per  session  of  IDO 

Homo  Supervision.  The  Health  Visitors  who  also  act  as  Dis- 
pensary NTirses,  uiuh'itake  the  home  .supervision  of  Tuberculous 
patients.  The  total  number  of  cases  visib'd  at  home  was  182, 
and  the  total  number  of  visits  529. 


In  addition  100  visits  were  made  by  the  Tiiben’ulosis 
to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients.
